Applicant argues the statement "For example, central management agent 105 may monitor and/or control the power supplies 111-115, the 
fan trays 121-122, and the temperature sensors 131-133" is enough to enable the this feature. However, this statement does not 
specifically state control signals are transmitted to the temperature sensors. Applicant argues that plain meaning of "and/or" means the 
devices are controlled and monitored. The "and/or" statement does not specifically mean the devices are being "monitored and controlled." 
It can also mean the devices are "controlled or monitored. "The language is also unclear as to which of the components(sensors, fans, 
power supplies) are only monitored, only controlled, or both monitored and controlled. If the sensors were to be controlled, there would be 
at least some other disclousure to as to how the sensors were controlled. The specification only discloses the sensors being monitored and 
the fan trays being controlled based on the readings from the sensors. Therefore, the claims are not enabled. 
In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1 981 ); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Stepp shows the fans being controlled and Umezawa discloses the 
sensors being controlled(Column 4, Lines 44-49). Stepp teaches the controlling of components(Figure 3, 316) connected to the 
controller(Figure 3, 320). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to also control other devices connected to the 
controller for the purpose of turning on and off sensors for power conservation or to disable malfunctioning sensors. 
In response to applicant's argument that Umezawa does not show transmitting control signals to the temeratures sensors, Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Umezawa does disclose transmitting control signals to the temperature sensors, i.e. activitating a sensor( Column 4, 
Lines 44-49). 

In response to applicant's argument that Holland does not show failure detection logic, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Holland does 
disclose failure detection logic(Column 6, Lines 58-62). 
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
